The best rubber in the world comes 
from the valley of tim Amazon, and Ja 
known as Para, so called after the city 
which 1» tin* principal gateway oi ex­ 
port. 
This region is densely forested 
and intersected by 
a myriad of rivers. 
U has a soil of incomparable richness, 
in watered by never-falling rains and 
warmed by tho equatorial sun. 
'J he ( 
first cost of crude rubber Is about 75 
cents a pound. 
By the time it reaches 
tho world's markets it is worth about 
|2.5 0 a pound. 
In Brazil it is called 
“black gold.” 
Then there arc the low 
er grades of rubber. 
That 
which 
comes from tho far east costs on tho 
average about 25 cents 
a pound and 
sells for fil .75 a pound. 
Of late years 
a great deal of tills low grade rubber 
has come from the guayule plant, 
a 
shrub which grows in the desert ujv 
lands of Mexico. 
Its thick bark con­ 
tains about 10 per cent, of rubber. 
Certain German s und Americans aft­ 
er many experiments, have perfected 
machinery to extract tills rubber gum, 
and have aucceeded in adding about 
22,000,000 pounds to tho world's prod­ 
uct of crudo rubber. 
There uro ten “rubber trusts” in the 
world. 
Five of them are in the United 
States, three in Germany, one in Uu:¡ 
sla and one in Italy. 
They represent 
amalgamations of some fifty of the 
rubber factories of the world. 
There 
aro still about 450 that arc not amal 
gn m ated., 
India rubber first, came to tho Unit 
ed States in 1800, but although a pat 
ent is recorded as early as 1.8J3 for 
making an elastic varnish out of the 
strange new product, nothing seems to 
have come of it until 1823, when a 
Boston sea captain brought back with 
him from South America a pair of 
fantastically glided rubber boots.

with 
moro, which he sold at $5 u pair.

On a Rubber Plantatio n. 


was not until Charles Goodyear dip 
covered, how to vulcanize rubber that 
the rubber industry amounted to anj- 
thlng. 
Tho impression that a visitor to u 
rubber goods iuctory 
carries 
away 
with him if? one of a lot of rollers that 
Bitun to bo doing nothing b u t’teai lug 
to pieces and rolling up into chape, 
over and over ag tin, the rubber ns it 
develops from its crude to its final 
composition. 
Some rollers are cold, 
conio aro hot; « omo aro wet, some 
aro dry; some fitted with calenders 
that impress a pattern on the finished 
sheets, and others seem little more 
:haii laundry machines. 
Crude rub­ 
ber has to bo cleaned. 
It is softened 
in boiling water for an hour or so 
and then run between two rolls, one 
of which revolves a little faster than 
the other. 
Over both of these there 
plays a steady stream of water. 
Tho rubber comes out in long, flat 
sheet» and is carried 
into 
drying 
rooms, whero the air Is kept in con­ 
stant motion by fans. 
Every bit of 
moisture must bo removed, and this 
takes sometimes us 
much 
as 
two 
weeks. 
When throughly dried 
the 
rough sheets go to other machines, 
from whluh they emerge 
soft 
and 
smooth. 
After having been thoroughly 
rolled the rubber is compounded with 
various ingredients, litharge and whit­ 
ing being the two commonest. 
Then 
it is sent under still other rollers and 
kneaded nnd worked together into a 
homogeneous mass. 
If the rubber la 
combined w ith a textile fabric the rub­ 
ber and cotton cloth go through an­ 
other series of rollers, entering separ­ 
ately, but coming out as one.

I NVI SI BLE TO THE NAKED EYE 


Gold of Great Valu e in the Aggregate 
U Recovered Throu gh a New 
Process. 


In California gold mining the sep­ 
arating apparatu s of the most modern 
type of dredge is mou nted on the all 
nteel body of a specially adapted sho v­ 
el car, on tru c ks resting on a railroad 
track laid on the 
bedrock. 
These 
tru cks are very heavy and are. so de­ 
signed as to provide, while digging, a 
bedrock base of twenty by twenty-six 
feet. 
The dipper, called in foreign cou n­ 
tries a bu cket, has a capacity of two 
cu bic yards, o r over, and a speed limit 
of u bou t two per minu te. 
It. can swing 
the whole circle, says the Rosary Mag­ 
azine, au d can make a cu t fifty feet 
wide. 
It digs, when requ ired, eight feet 
below the track, opens and closes au to ­ 
matically u t the right points, taking 
in everything from grass roots to bed­ 
rock, inclu ding bou lders two and a 
half feet in diameter, which readily 
pass thro u gh treatment, and handling 
tLose of five to ns weight with ease 
and celerity. 
The proportion of microscopic gold 
contained in placer grou nd is asto nish­ 
ing. 
Black sand from the waste from 
an u ndercu rrent or slu ice, after all 
gold had been extracted that cou ld be 
saved with riffles and qu icksilver was 
u sed In ordinary placer operations, al­ 
most always shows the presence of 
microscopic gold. 
Incomplete tests of 
su rface gravel below the mills at Black 
Hawk, Colorado, Indicated that nlne- 
tenths of the gold was of microscopic 
fineness. 
The tru th is that the bu lk, certainly 
no t less than 7 5 pr-r cent, of all the 
gold In allu vial depo .tg, consists of 
bits so small as to be no t only en­ 
tirely u nsavable by any of the de- 
i vices employed in the past, bu t, ex- 
| cepting perhaps a very small percen. 
tage, invisible to the hu man eye. 
The 
dredge and the modern separato r are 
now' extracting this gold and adding 
it to the world’s su pply of the preciou s 
metal.
